There was an alarm of fire from box 


28 Mondcy evening, calling tie depart- 
ment to the old laundry building at the 
corner ol Pond avenue and Warner 
street, 'where a lively blue was in pro- 
gress. Had the fire caned a little 
more headway it would have made a 
big blaze, but it was discovered and 
checked in time to prevent a very seri- 
ous fire. 


The fire originated in the plumbing 


shop in one comer of the lower floor of 
the big wooden structure. Il had made 
considerable progress when the first ap- 
paratus arrived, but 
two 
hydrant 


streams connected up from the hoae of 
engine < were sufficient to discourage 
the flames. It was some little time be- 
fore all the apparatus left the scene, 
because all the neighboring propsrty 
was theroughly inspected io see if 
sparks hid done any damage. 


The big building is in a very inflam- 


mable condition, and a part of tlie roof 
has fallen in. Much old matter of vari- 
oua kinda is stored on the upper floor, 
and bad the fire once made good head- 
way into this mass the fire would have 
been a serious one. 


As a result of the fire, the plumbing 


shop, conducted by John B. Nahat, was 
seriously damaged and s large amount 
of his stock was destroyed. Some of

Mr. Lewis Brown, long prominent in 


business nnd political circles in Now- 
port, nnd formerly Postmaster of the 
city, died nt his homo on Gibbs avenue 
vory early Thursday morning, after nn 
illness that covered several years. He 
was first stricken a number of years 
ago, und nt that time his life was des- 
paired of, hut he had improved some- 
what and had been able to see his 
friends occasionally. He had been con- 
fined to his home for a long time. 


Mr. -Brown was a native Ncwporter, 


and had spent his entire life here. He 
was a son of the late Daniol Brown and 
was m his seventy-fourth year. After 
receiving his education in the public 
schools and being employed in a num- 
ber of establishments in 
Newport, 


while still a young man he formed B 
partnership with the late John Howard 
to carry on the coal business. This 
partnership lasted for more than thirty 
years, the business being a large one. 


At n very early age, Mr. 
Brown 


evinced an intereKt in politics, which 
continued practically until his death. 
He was always a Democrat, and for 
many years was recognized as a leader 
of the party in Newport He was a 
shrewd and capable leader and fre- 
quently carried his party to success. He 
was quick to pick up an effective issue 
for the campaign, an ability that was 
appreciated by his opponents. 
He had 


a strong personal following, and had 
many warm friends. 


During President Cleveland's second 


term Mr. Brown's services were recog- 
nized by appointing him Postmaster, an 
appointment that gave general satisfac- 
tion throughout the 
city 
He 
had 


served several terms in the board of 
aldermen, but as B general thing he 
would rather direct the party than to j 
hold office himself. 


When the 12th Rhode Island regi- 


ment was being recruited for service nt 
a critical period of the Civil War, Mr. 
Brown enlisted in Company B, and saw 
considerable active service. 
Although 


he took a deep interest hi the re-unions 
al his old command he had never joined 
tht Grand Army.

so arranged that they form n transpar- 
ent, excessively hard, solid crystal, en- 
dowed with man-clous iwwers of re- 
fracting light which ma!:e It the most 
dazzling of all gems, and, lu tho other, 
tho same uioletules arc KO arranged 
that they form n dull, soft black or 
gray substance that leaves a dirty 
etreak when rubbed u[>ou paper. 


The secret lies within them. It U lu 


the Internal play of tho molecular 
forces, but what makes those forces 
act so differently whcu they have pre- 
cisely the same material to work upon? 
Dura a diamond and It turns to graph- 
ite. 


Charcoal is a third form of carbon, 


ordinarily produced by the charring of 
wood, whereby jill the other elements 
contained in the wood arc removed, 
leaving tbo carbon In the form of a 
eoft, black substancs which. In some 
waya, resembles grnphllo. - 


Charcoal and a few similar sub- 


Etanccs are 
called amorphous; or 


"shapeless" carbon, because they arc 
never crystallized, ns diamond always, 
and graphite sometimes, Is. Yet char- 
coal, too, has the royal diamond blood. 
That blood sometimes sits on the 
throne and sometimes slaves In tbe 
mine; but, despite the turn of chance 
below, it fa always Itself. 


Charcoal can turn to diamond, and 


the things that make tt turn are great 
bei^ combined with great pressure. 
Here, in outline, Is the process, as It 
has been performed In laboratories, es- 
pecially by the French chemist, Mols- 
ean: Jnto n mass of molten Irou a 
quantity of pure charcoal .Is put 
Then 


tho liquid Iron, which dissolves the 
charcoal very much as water dissolves 
tugar, Is placed In an electric furnace 
and heated In a temperature ot nearly 
6,000 degrees F. 
Immediately It Is 


plnnged into cold water, In order to 
cause a quick cooling. 
. 


Tho result of the sudden cooling Is 


the formation of a solidified shell on 
the surface of tha Iron which power- 
fully compresses 
the interior part, 


when It In turn cools and tries to ex- 
pand. The result of this compression 
^ to force the Imprisoned carbon (char- 
coal) to crystallize into diamond. 
If 


tha molten Iron Is allowed to cool at 
erdlnary pressure the charcoal only 
tnrns to graphite. So we see that the 
magic wand whose touch makes dia- 
mond of what would otherwise be 
jnere dull peiicjl lead Is the wand of 
high pressure. 


It Is believed that this is substan- 


tially the way In which nature herself 
Bakes diamonds. 
In the great dla- 


Bond mines of South Africa there Is 
»vidence that the gems were formed 
tn the bowels of ancient and long since 
-Utlnct volcanoes, where, of course, 
both Intense beat and enormous pres- 
rare were available In unlimited quan- 
tities. But nature in her huge volcanic 
laboratories works on a scale which 
Ke cannot imitate, so that there is no 
ianse for surprise-In the fact that, 
rhlle she can make diamonds as big 
u walnuts when she chooses, we can 
Hake none even as big aa a pin's head, 
Che largest artificial diamond Is less 
tan a millimeter In diameter. Bnt It 
B genuine diamond, and with that fact 
» start with, who can say what may 
>e dono some day! 
There are a number of meteors which 
lave fallen upon the earth from outer 
rpace that contain microscopic dla- 
conda resembling the artificial ones. 
V'one of them Is large enough to be of 
my Importance except as scientific 
roriosIiJes, but as such they fill the 
nlnd with wonder. Where and how 
rere. they created—In what world or 
rhat star? 
The principal metals found In rue- 
tors are Iron and nickel, with occa- 
lonal traces of cobalt copper, alnmi- 
Jam, tin and magnesium.—Oarrett P.

of the nose and mouth, microscopic 
particles of saliva and nasal secretion 
are discharged Into the air In which, 
even In a quiet room, may be carried 
a distance of from ten to flfty yards 
from tho place where they were ex- 
pelled. Many of these droplets can 1>« 
eeeu If ono will cough or sneeze lu 
front of a mirror or window pane. 
Most of them, however, nro too small 
to bo visible to the naked eye. 
Onp 


can now readily understand bow very 
Impolite It in to cough or sneeze with- 
out holding n handkerchief lu front ol 
bis face, for such a person literally 
spit* on objects and people, perhaps oil 
food, within n distance of from ten ta 
ftfty yards about him. 


The germs of tuberculosis, diphtheria 


mid itcrhups grip, colds, pneumonia, 
whooping cough, measles and scarlet 
fever nre conveyed through expectora 
tlon. 
Many perfectly healthy people 


not suffering from the disease carry 
tbe germs of pneumonia and diphtheria 
nnd other contagious diseases In the!) 
mouths and throats. 
It becomes nec- 


essary llmt uot only recognizably sick 
people shall desist from careless spit- 
ting, but that tho apparently well, who 
may bo "germ carriers," should also 
bo careful in expectorating.

The question of the constancy of the 


flluiatc must be discussed for Ibrco 
different time Intervals—Urst, baa tho 
climate remained constant during the 
recent past, eay the last hundred 
years; secondly, has tho climate re- 
mained constant during tbe historic 
lime*, Bay the last 7,000 years; third- 
ly, baa the climate remained constant 
during recent geologic ages, say tbe 
last 10,000,000 years? 


There arc many stations where me- 


teorological observations have been 
made for moro tlmu a hundred years— 
In fact, a few records cover more than 
BOO years. Based upon these observa- 
tions, tho statement can confidently be 
made tbat tho climate la essentially 
the same uow as'lt was many years or 
even a hundred years ago. This Is 
largely contrary to popular belief. It 
means tbat, taking ono year with an- 
plber, tbo snowfall is Just as large uow 
ai then. It means that sleighing lasts 
Just an long now aa then. 
It means 


that the winters nro no milder now 
than then. 
It menus that tho BUUI- 


niers arc no hotter now than then. 


Tho constant statements by the older 


i>coplc tbat the climate Is different 
now than it used to be when they 
were younger nre due to tho tendency 
to magnify and remember tbo unusual, 
while tbe ordinary Is forgotten. Thus 
In time It Is only tho unusual snowfall 
or the extremely low temperatures that 
are well remembered, and unconscious- 
ly tho abnormal has thus been substi- 
tuted for the normal. Thcso state- 
ments are also duo (o the fact tbat tho 
attitude toward life, tho amount of en- 
ergy, tbe dally occupations and per- 
haps tbo place of residence of the old- 
er people are very different now than 
when ttiey were younger. 


In discussing tho possible changes In 


climate during the last 7,000 years in- 
ference must be drawn from anch re- 
corded (acts aa the dates of harvest, 
tho kind and amount of crops raised, 
the kind of clothing worn by the peo- 
ple, tbo habits of life of tho people, 
tho existence of certain wild animals 
and forest trees, the size of the rivers, 
the height of lakes and inclosed seas, 
etc. 
From evidence of this kind tho 


conclusion has been drawn that there 
have been no marked changes In cli- 
mate during historic times.—From Wil- 
lis I. Mllham's Book on Meteorology.

To Measure Dtetince on * Map. 


Distance on a map Is measured by 


its "scale." If tho scale Is J.-G2500, ns 
In tho case of the well known United 
States geological survey maps, it means 
that one Inch on the map represents 
62,600 Inches ou the ground, which 
number is the approximate number ot 
Inches in n mile. Therefore tho scale 
is, roughly, ono Inch to a mile. If the 
scale is 1-10000 the scale is approsl 
matcly an Inch and n half to a mile. 
By laying n rule on the map and as- 
certaining the number of Inches be- 
tween two poluts one can calculate the 
number of miles between them. 
As 


tho Inch Is the common unit of mcas 
ure In tbe United States by which the 
eye U accustomed to Judge distances 
on paper, almost all maps are drawn to 
a scale representing one, two, three ot 
more miles to the bicb.—Outing. 


Stormi and the Wind. 


It is a curious fact that what Is gen- 


erally known in some of the eastern 
states ns a northeastern storm Is In 
reality, says Popular Mechanics, of 
quite n contrary origin. 
Because a 


strong wind which frequently carries 
heavy rain Is apparently driven from

PENN'S OLR WOODS. 


The L>it Remnantc of Our Once Grftat 


Whito Pine Empire. 


In the mountains north of Pittsburgh 


there Is n iiiagnlllcciit forest of wblto 
pines, many of which were old when 
tho pilgrims lauded at Plymouth, This 
forest Is one uf the last remnants of 
nil the vast wblto pine empire that 
formerly extended 
trorn Maine 
to 


Maryland, from Cape Cod to the prai- 
ries of Dakota. 


The white pine was the most useful 


Umber of this nation's early history. 
It was used In building houses nnd 
making furniture. It served as'fuel 
and sturdy, whlto pine masts carried 
the commerce ot the young United 
States through all tho seven BDOS. Pine 
tree shillings were among the very ear- 
liest coins minted In America.. Tho old 
whlto pine (Ing wns one of the earliest 
emblems of freedom that roso on the 
western world. 


Tho white pine Is of ah ancient nud 


honorable race. 
It has tho majesty, 


tie vigorous Individuality of the pio- 
neer. It is one ot the tallest of trees. 
It Is poetical or picturesque, and its 
stately dignity adds serenity nnd dis- 
tinction to every sylvan landscape In 
which It Elands. 


Tho Cook forest that survives lu 


Pennsylvania contains several thou- 
sand acres. 
The veteran pines are 


from two to five feet hi diameter and 
from 100 to ISO feet high. Groves of 
aged hemlock and a scattering of oak, 
chestnut nnd maple mingle with' tho 
white pine. The forest would make an 
admirable state or national park. In- 
deed, a committee from tie Pennsylva- 
nia state legislature baa recommended 
that this glorious remnant of Perm's 
woods be acquired and preserved by 
the state.—Youth's Companion.

All tho Memberi of the Two Lower 


Clatsei Were In It, and It Wa) More 
of a Free Fighl Than a Ball Match. 
Death and Reiurrection of the Game, 


Football was played lu American col- 


leger n» early as' 1SOO. 
The teama 


weru made up from all tbo students 
who hunjiciicd to bo ou bend. Tbe ob- 
lecl of each sldo was to drive the ball 
ICTOSS n given line. Tbe playera could 
not carry tbo ball lu their hands, but 
had to kick' It. 


In tho year 18J5 tho Drat football 


game al Harvard was played ou tho 
Delta, a small triangular piece of 
ground. Tbe contest was between al 
the members of the two lower classes 
and proved not so much a footbal 
game as a light. ' When, In 1SCO, tho 
faculty forbade that sort of conies 
tbo students held a solemn burial scry. 
Ico over tbo football. Over tbe grave 
they erected a tablet that boro the 
following luscrlpllon:

And In twelve years foolball "re- 


surged," when, in .1872, the class of 
'7-1 played the class of '75 on lioston 
common. 


Oildly enough, the hlalory of Iho 


game nt Ynle was much the same as 
It was Ht Harvard. The sporl, which 
had been abolished there In 18ijO, came 
to life agnin In 1872, when the Yale 
Football association was founded and 
a game was played with Columbia. 


In 1809 Princeton and Rutgers plny- 


cd the first intercollegiate game In 
America. It was not until 1872 that 
Oxford nnd Cambridge, lu Kngland, ar- 
ranged n contest. 


In the game played at Harvard be- 


fore 187-1 there were no goal posts. To 
moke a goal ono sldo had to strlke_or 
kick the ball on Iho fly over the end 
line of Ihe Held. If the opposing aide- 
caught It uo goal resulted. A "lurker" 
or offside player could not kick tho ball. 
A player could not run with It unless, 
ho wns,cbnsed by an- opponent, but 
could etrlko It or kick it The ball wns 
made of black rubber cloth Inflated 
Into a sphere. 


In tho spring of 1874 tbe students 


at McGlll university in Montreal, Can- 
ada, came to Cambridge to play Har- 
vard university a game of Ilugby foot- 
hall. 


According lo tbe Rugby rules, a play- 


er, could run with the hall and any 
opponent could tacklo him. A goal was 
scored when.one aide kicked tbo ball 
over the goal posts. A score was also 
made by a touchdown when a player 
carried the ball behind the opponent's 
goal line and there touched it to tho 
ground. 


Tho Canadians had forgotten to bring 


the oval pigskin football that Is used 
in Ilugby, and Ibat flrst game of Itug- 
by In America wns played with an In- 
dia rubber football. Perhaps that ac- 
counted for the fact that tho pupils 
were able to defeat the teachers. 


All Harvard took Interest In the new- 


game. 
Football enthusiasts quickly 


realized that the old American game 
did not have'tlie possibilities for devel- 
opment that Ilugby bad. During the 
spring and fall tho Harvard team prac- 
ticed diligently aud-ln Oclober went to 
Montreal to play n return game with 
McGlll. Posters and window cards ad- 
vertised the game throughout tho city, 
and a crowd of 2,000 spectators was 
attracted to.the field. 


The JlcGlll players wore red and 


black striped Jerseys, stockings and 
white knickerbockers. The Harvard 
players wore magenta handkerchiefs 
and Jerseys and old tweed trousers. 
Neither team had any protective pad- 
ding. 


The Boston Adverlhser of Oct. 25, 


IS74, gives the following account of 
tho game:, 


"The game v*as called at 3:30, and nt 


B Harvard was declared tbe winner, 
having secured three touchdowns. In 
response to the 'Ugcr' of the McGllls, 
the Harvard 'rahs* wore delivered with 
a vim, aud every stranger on the field 
seemed much astonished at the style 
of the cheer, many being disposed to 
think It n Joke. The small boya yelled 
for another, and a Eecond was given 
for tlie umpire. 
The Victoria baud 


then managed lo get throngh 'Yankee 
Doodle' quite respectably."-John T. 
Wheelwright In Youth's Companion.
